Drive on Flanders Front Spoiled by 
Deserter's Information. 


Heavy artillery fire was proceeding 


at various points along the tense Brit- 
ish and German battle lines on Sun- 
day. 


There has been no infantry action 


of Importance since Saturday morn- 
ing when 
the 
British in a, violent 


counter attack hurled the Germans 
from the posts they succeeded In cap- 
turing in the region of Poelderhoek 
ridge iFrlday evening. 


The British defenses here and south 


of the Houtholst forest, where the 
Germans also seized six posts Friday 
morning, 
have 
been 
re-established 


completely after severe fighting in 
which the Germans lost heavily. 


Both these attacks were only apolo- 


gies for what the Germans had plan- 
ned originally. They had intended to 
make a pretentious assault on the 
northern sector south of the Houth- 
olst forest on February 20 to pinch off 
the British salient just southeast of 
the wood and gain a number of 'impor- 
tant positions. 


This became known to the British 


through a deserter. They hurled the 
Houtholst front under such an ava- 
lanche of shells the enemy was forced 
to abandon his sehezne. The Germans 
decided, nevertheless, to make a 
smaller attack Friday morning, which 
sained them six posts temporarily. 
The final result was they were driven 
out with severe lossea and also forced 
to abandon some of their own forward 
positions. 


A strong attack had also been pflan- 


ned for February 28 against the Im- 
portant high ground held by the Brit- 
ish In the region of Poelderhoek and 
southwest of that place. A prisoner 
taken by the British Is aald to have 
divulged the German plans. The Brit- 
ish artillery effectively prevented the 
carrying out of this program, Later 
German prisoners said their regiments 
had been paraded and informed the at- 
tack had been postponed because the 
British had learned of it. The aame 
prisoners said the attack had been pat 
off until the morning of March 8.

The 
American 
troops, 
co-oper- 


ating with the French, have carried 
out three raids opposite the American 
sector in Lorraine. 


Two raids were executed simultane- 


ously on Saturday night. 


The Americans swept past the Ger- 


man first line. 
They penetrated to 


the enemy's second line, 600 yards 
back. 


The simultaneous raids, one north- 


west and one northeast of 
(de- 


leted) were made after Intense artil- 
lery preparation lasting four hours, 
in which the German positions were 
levelled. 


At midnight two forces, each one of 


(deleted) with small French 


forces on their flanks, moved upon the 
German objectives behind a creeping 
barrage. 
Each advance was on a 


front of 300 yards. When the Ameri- 
rans reached the enemy first linos, the 
barrage was lifted to box in the Ger- 
man positions at both points. 


The men dropped into the enemy's 


trenches, 
expecting a hand-to-hand 


fight. They found the Germans had 
fled. Continuing, tfiey went forward 
to the second German line. All the 
time American machine guns were fir- 
ing on each flank of the parties to 
prevent the enemy undertaking flank- ; 
Ing operations. 


A French ffanking party found two 


wounded Germans in a dugout and 
took them prisoner. The Americans 
found none. 


The Americans remained forty-five 


minutes in the enemy lines. They 
found 
excellent 
concrete 
dugouts, 


which they blew up. 
They brought 


back' large quantities of material and 
valuable papers. 


While they were in the enemy lines 


German artillery began a vigorous 
counter barrage. 
It was quickly si- 


lenced by American heavy and light 
artililery, which hurled large quanti- 
ties of gas shells on the batteries. 


An American trench mortar battery, 


the homes of most of whose men are 


(deleted) participated in the 


artillery preparation preceding the 
raid. It helped level the enemy posi- 
tions. 
The artillery, both light and

N. Y. She was author of "Keep the 
Home Fires Burning," one of the most 
popular of the English war songs.

They have tak- 
en Jamburg, sixty- thre= miles south- 
southwest of Petrograd, from the in- 
vaders.

Atrocities Committed in France. 


Indescribable Brutality Revealed When 


Highlanders Capture Village Near 


Ploughestreert Wood. 


San Francisco.—Indescribable atro- 


cities, which even the brutal Hurt, 
might not be thought capable of, were: 
committed In France recently r.nd dis-s 
covered when the valiant Seaforth, 
Highlanders captured a small village 
near Ploughestreert Wood, according: 
to Sergeant A. Goad of the Highland- 
ers, who has been invalided to Amer- 
ica with three wounds. 


"When we took the village I hap- 


pened to look into a hut, still stand- 
Ing among the ruins, and there saw 
the most horrible sight that I have 
yet seen In my war experience," Ser- 
geant Goad said. 


"Against one wall was the dead 


body of a woman, her hands crossed 
above her head and nailed to the 
wall by a spike. There were no other 
wounds on her body—she must have, 
been left there to die from torture. 


"Opposite her, against the other 


wall, was a little three-year-old child, 
with Its head Impaled on a sharp hook 
nnd Its limp little body hanging down. 
The two had doubtless been crucified 
at the same time and left alone to 
watch each other's death agonies.

Heavy artillery firo was proceeding 
at various points along the tense Brit­ 
ish and German battle lines on Sun­ 
day.

from tho posts they succeeded in cap­ 
turing in the region of Poelderhoek 
ridge (Friday evening. 
The British defenses hero and south 
of the Houtholat forest, where the 
Germans also seized six posts Friday 
morning,

completely after »evere 
fighting 
in 
which tho Germans lost heavily. 
Both these attacks were only apolo­ 
gias for what the Germans had plan­ 
ned originally. They had intended to 
make a pretentious assault 
on 
the 
northern sector south of the Houth- 
olst forest on February 20 to pinch off 
tho British salient Just southeast of 
thé wood and gain a number of impor­ 
tant positions. 
This became known to the British 
through a deserter. They hurled tlie 
Houtholst front under such an ava­ 
lanche of shells the enemy wa« forced 
to abandon his scheme. The Gei’mans

smaller attack Friday morning, which 
gained them 
six 
posts temporarily. 
The final result was they were driven 
out with severe losses and also forced 
to abandon some of their own forward 
positions.

Remain 45 Minute» In Enemy's Tcrli- 
tory, Blow Up His Dugouts and Rt- 
turn Safely. 


The 
American 
troops, 
co-oper­ 
ating with the French, have carried 
out tliree raids opposite the American 
sector In Lorraine. 
Two raids were executed simultane­ 
ously oh Saturday night. 
The Americans swept past the Ger­ 
man first line. 
They penetrated to 
the enemy's second line, 600 yards 
back. 
The simultaneous raids, one north­ 
west and one northeast o f --------- (de­ 
leted) were made after intense artil­ 
lery preparation lasting four hours, 
In which the German positions were 
levelled. 
At midnight two forces, each one of 
--------- (deleted) with small French 
forces on their flanks, moved upon the 
German objectives behind a creeping 
barrage. 
Each advance 
was 
on 
a 
front of 300 yards. When the Amerl- 
r^ns reached tho enemy first linos, the 
barrage was lifted to box in the Ger­ 
man positions at both points. 
The men dropped into the enemy’s 
trenches, expecting a hand-to-hand 
light. 
They found the Germans had 
fled. 
Continuing, they went forv^ard 
to the second German line. 
All the 
time American machine guns were fir­ 
ing on each flank of the parties to 
prevent the enemy undertaking flank­ 
ing operations. 
A French ffanking party found two 
wounded Germans in a dugout and 
took them prisoner. 
The Americans 
found none. 
The Americans remained forty-flve 
minutes In the enemy lines. They 
found 
excellent 
concrete 
dugouts, 
which they blew up. 
They brought 
back large quantities of material and 
valuable papers. 
While they were in the enemy lines 
German artillery began 
a 
vigorous 
counter barrage. 
It was quickly si. 
lenced by American heavy and light 
artililery, which hurled large quanti­ 
ties of gas shells on the batteries. 
An American trench mortar battery, 
the homes of most of whose men are 
--------- (deleted) participated In the 
artillery preparation preceding the 
raid. 
It helped level the enemy posi­ 
tions, 
The artillery, both light and 
heavy, was manned by soldiers mostly 
fro m -------- (deleted). 
Soon after these raids had been car­ 
ried out, the Americans staged an­ 
other at a point further along tho line 
to the right. They went over the top 
after artillery preparations of forty- 
five minutes, in which the enemy's 
positions attacked were obliterated.

cipally of logs. Engineers accompany­ 
ing the raiding party completed the 
artillery's work of destruction.

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POISON GAS NOW 


PURIFIES WATER 


British Scientists Have Found 


a Way to Use Chlorine 


Product. 


SAVES THOUSANDS OF LIVES 


Water-Borne Disease Practically Ban- 


ished From Western Front—Medi- 


cal Corps Keeps Close Super- 


vision Over Food Fur- 


nished Troops. 


London.—Chlorine gas, which the 


Germans brought into the field of bat- 
tle as a means of poisoning their op- 
ponents, is now largely used for puri- 
fying the water supply of the British 
army. That is one of the strange an- 
titheses of this war. Socrates in pris- 
on, noting the pleasure which he had 
when the fetters were taken off his 
legs, speculated as to how pain and 
pleasure, though opposite, were so 
closely linked that the one seemed al- 
ways to follow on the heels of the oth- 
er. In the same way what is poison- 
ous in one use is a means of whole- 
someness in another, arid divine provi- 
dence turns even to good what wicked- 
ness designed for evil. The Germans 
rarely get a chance to kill anyone 
with chlorine gas now, but chlorine gas 
Is daily in the British lines making 
water wholesome and safe. 


Saves Thousands of Lives. 


The effort to secure pure water for 


the British armies in the field makes 
one of the fine stories of the war. 
It has saved very many thousands of 
lives by practically banishing water- 
borne disease from our principal front. 
At the outset of the war the British 
Royal Army Medical Corps declared in 
its inind all water supplies to be sus- 
pect. They were held guilty of infec- 
tion until they were proved to be in- 
nocent. A "fool proof" system of mak- 
ing unwholesome water safe by chlor- 
ination was designed. Then all that 
remained to be done was to provide 
the machinery and chemicals and to 
safeguard against carelessness. The 
first was a matter of supplies, the 
second of discipline. Both were equal 
to the demand made upon them, and 
ou every front now the general rule 
is that the men are drinking safe wa-, 
'ter. 


Chloride of lime was at first the 


standby for water purification. It is 
ellicacious, but water chlorinated with 
It is not very nice. Now chlorine gas 
has taken its place at UJg water sup- 
ply points. It is just as efficacious and 
it does not taste the water to the same 
extent. A simple test, in which a non- 
commissioned officer of every unit is 
trained, tells how much chlorination 
water will need to make it safe. If 
very heavy chlorination is needed, the 
water after treatment can he dechlori- 
nnted and is left pure. The unit's wa- 
ter cart with its trained sanitary or- 
derly has all the means of making wa- 
ter wholesome. But the system is fol- 
lowed where possible of purifying a 
main supply and issuing from that. In 
case of small isolated bodies of men, 
means of water purification are provid- 
ed in the shape of tablets of acid sul- 
phate of soda. All the old troublesome 
water purifying schemes, such as can- 
dle-filters, which used tu he constantly 
breaking down, have been scrapped. 


Water precaution now is simple as well 
as effective. 


Food, is as carefully looked after by 


the British Royal Army Medical Corps 
as water. Food has to be not only 
pure but appetizing and scientific. If 
the food is not pure it causes sickness. 
If it is not appetizing it causes dis- 
content. If it is not scientific, has not 
its proper proportion of proteins and 
fats and carbohydrates, it does not 
keep up the strength of the fighting 
men. 


Has Scientific Basis. 


Probably Thomas Atkins has no 


suspicion that the very generous ra- 
tion he enjoys has a scientific basis 
carefully calculated in calories; that 
there is a distinct change made in his 
summer and his winter ration, and 
that scientists look up isothermal ta- 
bles and so on when he goes to a fight- 
ing area to decide what his food should 
be. But that is so. There are sum- 


mer food scales. There Is a ration for 
the French front and another for the 
Italian frunt and another for Salonlca. j 
Yet another for Mesopotamia and an- 
other for southwestern Africa. 
fJome 


people are 
accustomed 
,t<> talk as 


though the Germans had all the sci- 
ence and were the only people who j 
took the food chemist into council. I 
The truth is that the British have as j 
much science1 but a good deal more hu- j 
maneness, and part of the humaneness j 
is to keep the scientific calculations 
in the background. 


In regard to cooking, the Royal Army 


Medical Corps confess to an inferiority- 
in British skill. 
As compared with 


the French, we are a nation of bad 
cooks. The most strenuous efforts are 
being made, and have been made for a 
long time, to raise the standard of 
army cooking. It is very much better 
now than at the start of the war, but 
it still will not *tand well in compari- 
son with the general Frtnch skill in 
combining economy with savory results. 
But the cooking Is better and will yet 
be better; and when the British army 
come marching home it will have the 
knowledge to raise greatly the stand- 
ard of domestic comfort in Great Brit- 
ain. 
Thus again, pleasure will follow 


pain and the evils of war bring good 
iu their train.

The incubator should be ordered six 


or eight weeks before it is expected to 
start the lamp going, said a success- 
ful poultryraan. Many delay ordering 
until a week or two before the machine 
is wanted, and arc usually disappoint- 
ed because it does not arrive at the 
expected time. During the rush sea- 
sou, 
incubator manufacturers some- 


times have more than they can prompt- 
ly attend to, and some delay in fill- 
ing orders is unavoidable. The safe 
way is to order in advance of the 
breeding season. Another advantage 
in ordering is that one can take plenty 
of time to adjust and regulate- the 
macliine, and to study the directions 
for its proper operation. 


The kind or typo of incubator to buy 


will often puzzle the beginner. Two 
systems of heating are employed in the 
manufacture of incubators—the 'hot- 
air system nnd the hot-water system. 
In general, it may be stated that either 
system of heating is satisfactory. 
I 


have three hot-water machines and 
one hot-air machine, and find that one 
system of heating is not superior to 
the other. 
Each system has its ad- 


vantages, and it may also be stated 
that each has its disadvantages. In 
case the lamp, for any reason, goes 
out a hot-water machine would hold 
its heat much longer than would a 
hot-air machine, but with proper at- 
tention the lamp will not go out. 
I 


have had a fairly good natch in a hot- 
water machine after the lamp was out 
for ten hours. The hot water in the 
pipes cools slowly and the heat is re- 
tained in the machine. In a hot-air 
machine, the eggs would likely chill 
were the machine kept without heat 
for a few hours. The disadvantage of 
a hot-water machine is that there is 
always the danger of the tank or pipes 
springing a leak and thus ruining the 
eggs in the machine. The danger from 
this source is not great, however, if 
the boiler is kept full of water, and the 
machine leveled before starting. 


In purchasing incubators, many of 


those who have had no experience in 
artificial incubation, make the mistake 
of 
purchasing 
machines of 
small 


capacity. It is very little more trouble 
to operate n machine of two-hundred- 
egg capacity than it is to operate one 
of fifty-egg capacity, and the cost of 
fuel in operating the larger machine 
Is very little more. 
Where one has 


several large machines a small ma- 
chine coaocs in handy in that it en- 
ables one to run the large machines 
at full capacity. I have three machines 
of 240-egg capacity, and one 50-egg 
machine. 
My small machine . never 


hatches an egg. 
It doesn't get a 


Chance. During the hatching season 
J fill one of the large machines and the 


little machine at the same time. Iu a 
week, the eggs in the machines are 
tested, and usually sufficient infertile 
eggs, and eggs with dead germs are 
tested out of the big machine that it 
can receive all the good eggs from the 
little one. When this testing is com- 
pleted, another big machine and the 
little machine are started simultane- 
ously and the operation repeated. The 
little machine enables me to run my 
big machines at full capacity. 


Beaver on the Increase in 


Wisconsin, but Extinction 


Feared Within Few Years 


Although 
beaver are 
apparently 


doomed to extinction, Wisconsin gamo 
wardens report an increase in the Lake 
Superior country, in spite of the work 
of poachers. 


A year or so ago state conservation 


wardens received orders to trap the 
beaver from the big Bibon swamp, 
which covers the bottom lands for 
miles between Mason and Grand View.. 
Some farmers complained that the 
dams built by beavers turned the 
swamp upon their lauds, and the war- 
dens were finally ordered to trap the 
animals In ordinary steel traps, wound 
with cloth, in the hope of catching 
them alive without Jhe infliction of se- 
rious injury, they to be taken alive and 
transported tp a state game preserve. 
A few beaver were removed in this 
way, but there are still quite a num- 
ber of beaver in the Bibon swamp. 


In three Wisconsin counties, Includ- 


ing Sawyer and Rush, the season was 
open during December, but it Is not re- 
ported that beaver in any large num- 
bers were caught, for it was illegal to 
set traps within 500 feet of beaver 
houses, and trappers who confined 
their operation strtetly within legal' 
limits, did .not report much success. 
The poachers, however, levy constant 
tribute on the beaver, still remain- 
ing in the country, and in spite of in- 
creases reported during the past year, 
will cause extinction within a few 
years.

SAVES THOUSANDS OF UVES 


Water-Borne DUeate Practically Ban­ 
ished From Western Front—Medi­ 
cal Corps Keeps Close Super­ 
vision Over Food Fur­ 
nished Troops. 


Loudon.—Clilorine gns, wlilch the 
Germans brought into the field of but­ 
tle as n moans of poisoning their op­ 
ponents, is now largely used for puri­ 
fying the Avater supply of the British 
army. That is one of the strange an- 
titheses of this war. 
Socrates in pris­ 
on, noting the pleasure which he had 
M’hen the fetters were taken oiï his 
logs, speculated as to how pain and 
pleasure, though 
opposite» were so 
closely linked that the one seemed al­ 
ways to follow on the heels of the oth­ 
er. In the same way what is poison­ 
ous in one use is a means of whole- 
sonieness in another, and divine provi­ 
dence turns even to good what wicked­ 
ness designed for evil. The Germans 
rarely get a chance to kill anyone 
with chlorine gas now, but chlorine gas 
Is daily in the British lines making 
w ater wholesome and safe. 
Saves Thousands of Lives. 
The effort to secure pure water for 
the British armies in the field makes 
one of tho line stories of the war. 
It has saved very many thousands of 
lives by practically banishing water­ 
borne disease from our principal front. 
At the outset of the war the British 
Koyal Army Medical Corps declared in 
Its mind all water supplies to be sus­ 
pect. They were held guilty of infec­ 
tion imtii they were proved to be in­ 
nocent. A ‘‘fool proof* system of mak­ 
ing unwholesome water safe by chlor­ 
ination was designed. Then all that 
remained to be done was to provide 
the machinery and chemicals and to 
safeguard against carelessness. 
The 
first was a matter of supplies, the 
second of discipline. 
Both were equal 
to tlie demand xumle upon them, and 
on every front now the general rule 
that the men are drinking safe wa-. 
ter. 
Chloride of lime was at first the 
standby for water purification. 
It is 
efiicacious, but water chlorinated with 
It is not very nice. 
Now chlorine gas 
has taken its place at l^g water sup­ 
ply points. It Is just as efiicacious and 
It does not taste the water to the same 
extent. A simple test, in which a non­ 
commissioned ofiicer of every unit is 
trained, tells how much chlorination 
w ater will need to make it safe. 
If 
very heavy chlorination is needed, the 
w ater after treatm ent can be dechlori­ 
nated and is left pure. The unit’s wa­ 
ter cart with->its trained sanitary or­ 
derly has all the means of making wa­ 
ter wholesome. 
But the system Is fol­ 
lowed where possible of purifying a 
main supply and issuing from that. 
In 
case of small isolated bodies of men, 
means of water purification arc provid­ 
ed in the shape of tablets of acid sul­ 
phate of soda. 
All the old troublesome 
w ater purifying schemes, such as can- 
dle-filters, which used to be constantly 
breaking down, have been scrapped. 


W ater precaution now is simple as well 
as efTective. 
Food is as carefully InoUfUl jfle r by 
the British Royal Army Medical Corps 
as water. 
Food has to be not only 
pure but appetizing and scientific. If 
the food is not pure it causes sickness. 
If it is not appetizing it causes dis­ 
content. If it is not scientific, has not 
its proper proportion of proteins and 
fats and carbohydrates, it does not 
keep up tho strength of the fighting 
men. 
Has Scientific Basis. 
Probably Thomas Atkins 
has no 
suspicion that the very generous ra­ 
tion he enjoys has a scientific basis 
carefully calculated ill calories; that 
there is a distinct change made in his 
summer and his winter ration, and 
that scientists look up isothermal ta« 
bles and so on when he goes to a fight­ 
ing area to decide what his food should 
be. But that is so.

systems of heating are employed In the

In general, it may be stated that either 
system of heating is satisfactory. 
I 
have three hot-watel* machines and 
one hot-air machine, and find that ono 
system of heating is not superior to 
the other. 
Each system has its ad­ 
vantages, and it may also be stated 
th a t each has its disadvantages. 
In 
case the lamp, for any reason, goes 
out ft hot-water machine would liold 
its heat much longer than would a 
hot-air machine, but with proper at­ 
tention the lamp will not go out. 
I 
have had a fairly good hatch in a hot- 
Avater machine after the lump M’as out 
for ten hours, The hot water in the 
pipes cools slowly and the heat is re­ 
tained In the machine. 
In a hot-air

' Beaver on the Increase in 
Wisconsin, but Extinction 
Feared Within Few Years 


Although 
heaver 
arc 
apparently 
doomed to extinction, Wisconsin ganio 
wardens report an increase in the Lake 
Superior country, in spite of the work 
of poachers. 
A year or so ago state conservation 
wardens received orders to trap the 
beaver from the big Bibon swamp, 
which covers the bottom lands for 
miles between Mason and Grand View^ 
Some farmers complained that the 
dams built by beavers turned the 
swamp upon their lands, and the war- 
dens were finally ordered to trap the 
animuls in ordinary steel traps, wound 
with cloth, In the hope of catching 
them alive without the infliction of se­ 
rious injury, they to be taken alive and 
transported tp a state game preserve. 
A few beaver were removed in this 
way, but there are still quite a num­ 
ber of beaver in the Bibon swamp. 
In three Wisconsin counties, includ­ 
ing Sawyer and Rush, the season was 
open during December, but It is not re­ 
ported that beaver in any large num­ 
bers were caught, for it was illegal to 
set traps within 500 feet of beaver 
houses, and trappers who confined 
their operation strK»tly within legal* 
limits, did ^not report much success.

States Food Administration to report the quantity of flour in their po* 
session on a flour supply card issued by the Federal Food Administrator 
for this County and printed below in this paper.

if you are affected by the order you must cut out the clipping and mal! It 
to th? Federal Food Administrator for your County. 


The following statement was issued by Mr. Heinz, Federal Food Ad-- 


minist-Uor for Pennsylvania, in commenting on the above rul«: 


"The flour supply card issued by the Food Administration is the first 


step iu a campaign to Jearn how much wheat flour is stored away in the 
homes. 
Householders are given the opportunity to report on the flour 


supply card the number in their households, the amount of wheat flour on 
hand (including whole wheat and graham flour) and the amount they 
consider their thirty days' requirement. Those who fall to report will 
run the risk of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding — J5000 fine and 
two years' imprisonment or both. If any persons fail to report, the Food 
Administration can promise them no leniency, if found guilty of hoarding. 


"Ey directing the public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup- 


ply cp.rd the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a possible flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May. June or July 
-.ve find ourselves without wheat fleu", it will be because thousands of tons 
are stored away in cellars by unpatriotic householders who banish any con- 
sideration of the soldiers in their greed to have their own desire" satis- 
fled. The flour supply card is a government action which will meet with 
the approval of all Uiose who hare taken the time to study food conditions 
abroad and who know therefore that food Is probably the foremost factor 
in winning the war."

place all of the wheat flour with corn 
flour, as the corn contains no gluten, 
which is the constituent in wheat flour 
that makes it possible to obtain a 
raised dough.

Corn flour can be obtained from 


grocers, or they can get it for you, as 
it is regularly on the market and is 
being made by a number of milling 
companies and in cost should be cheap- 
er than wheat flour.

Life of a Baby Depends 


On Care and Decent Home 


Conditions Given Mother 


Reports made by the federal chil- 


dren's bureau show that the chances 
for life of a baby grow appallingly less 
as the father's earnings grow smaller. 
Some of the figures quoted in the re- 
port are pathetically eloquent. The 
report is made upon studies of infant 
mortality among 13,000 babies in eight 
American cities, typical industrial cit- 
ies of the East and middle West. 


Here fire some of the statistics: 


One-fourth of all the fathers earned 
less than $550 a year. It WAS found 
that in such families one baby in ev- 
ery sis died. 
Only about one-eighth 


of" the fathers earned ?l,OoO or more, 
and it appeared that in this class only 
one baby In sixteen died. It is as-

However, bread and rolls made with 


20 per cent of corn flour have little or 
no corn taste, and this is the percent- 
age, which has been found after long 
experiments, to produce the best bread. 
The same proportion can be u^ed also 
for griddle cakes, pastry and cakes. 


To make bread as it is made in the 


average household, where a sponge is 
set and no accurate measure of the 
flout is made, the better plan is to mix 
a quantity of the two flours, keep it 
on hand and use the mixture instead of 
wheat flour. For a 20 per cent mix- 
ture, take one quart of corn flour and 
four quarts of wheat flour, mix thor- 
oughly, preferably by putting through j 
a flour sifter three or four times. Of 
course, 
larger 
quantities 
may be 


mixed at one time, keeping the proper 
proportion. In pastry even larger pro- 
portions of the corn ilour may be used. 
In making bredd." pastry, etc., use this 
mixture in exactly the same propor- 
tions and treat it exactly as you would 
ordinary flour. 


In nutritive value the difference be- 


tween the mixed flour bread and the 
all-wheat flour bread is very slight. 
Their food value Is practically the 
same, and if white corn flour is used 
the bread has the same appearance as 
the all-wheat bread. 


This bread has a decided advantage 


for evcry-day consumption over most 
of the war breads made of whole 
^heat, oat flakes, bran, etc., by being 
free of the roughage, nnd 


disorganization of social and indus- 
nal life on account of the w*ar ac- 
centuate the importance of this per- 
sistenf relation of Income to infant 
mortality. 


The final deduction seems to be em- 


bodied m these words: "These studies 
show that to provide mothers' care 
and decent home conditions, the fa- 
thers must have adequate incomes. 
In Manchester, N. H., nearly one- 
fourth of the mothers whose husbands 
earned less than $450 a year were 
gainfully employed; only about a tenth 
when the husband's wages were $1,- 
050 or over. The babies of mothers 
who went out to work died at more 
than twice the rate of more fortunate 
children."—Rochester Democrat

Facing the great economies that 
must be practiced in the time of war 
and in the future as the population in­ 
creases and the natural productions of 
the earth become depleted, it will be 
necessary for us to adjust what we 
have in the way of essentials.

One of Phil- 
a d e 1 p h i a * s able 
chemists has given 
me a bread combina­ 
tion, which he has 
worked up with his 
Wlle’í» cu-uperation. 
They use corn flour, which hereto­ 
fore has been almost unknown In our 
domestic bakeries, and it would seem 
to open the way for a very large sav­ 
ing of our wheat flour. It must be dis­ 
tinctly understood 'first that there Is a 
great difference between corn flour 
and corn meal. The corn flour in com­ 
position is practically the same as the 
corn meal, but it contains a little more 
protein and starcli, and a little less 
moisture and fat, the sliortiige of fat 
being due to the fact that the germ is 
extracted before grin'iing. It iimst be 
further understood that you cannot re­ 
place all of the wheat flour with corn 
flour, as the corn contains no gluten, 
which is the constituent in wheat flour 
that makes it possible to obtain a 
raised dough. 
However, bread and rolls made with 
20 per cent of corn flour liave little or 
no corn taste, and this Is the percent­ 
age, which has been found after long 
experiment's, to produce the best bread. 
The same proportion can be used also 
for griddle cmkes, pastry and cukes. 
To make bread as it is uiade in the 
average household, wliere a sponge is 
set and no accurate measure of the 
iloul’ la made, the better plan is to mix 
a quantity of the two flours, keep it 
on hand and use the mixture instead of 
wheat flour. 
For a 20 per cent mix­ 
ture, take one quart of corn flour and 
four quarts of wlieat flour, mix thor­ 
oughly, preferably by putting through 
a flour sifter three or four times. Of 
course, 
larger 
quantities 
may 
be 
mixed at une time, keeping the proper 
proportion. In pastry even larger pro­ 
portions of the corn flour may be used. 
In mfiking brea'd,*pastry, etc., use this 
mi:!vture in exactly the same propor­ 
tions and treat it exactly as you would 
ordinary flour. 
In nutritive value the difference be­ 
tween the mixed flour bread and the 
all-wheat flour bread is very slight.

Life of a Baby Depends 
On Care and Decent Home 
Conditions Given Motlier 


Reports made by the federal chil­ 
dren’s bureau show that the chances 
for life of a baby grow appallingly less 
as the father’s earnings grow smaller. 
Some of the figures quoted in the re­ 
port are pathetically eloquent. 
The 
report is made upon studies of infant 
mortality among 18,000 babies in eight 
American cities, typical industrial cit­ 
ies of the East and middle West. 
Here are some of the statistics: 
One-fourth of all the fathers earned 
less than $o50 a year. 
It w r s found 
that in such families one baby in ev­ 
ery six died. 
Only about one-eighth 
of the fathers earned $1,050 or more, 
and it appeared that in this class only 
one baby in sixteen died. 
It is as­ 
serted that the rise of prices and the 
disorganization of social and indus- 
rial life on account of the w^ar ac­ 
centuate (he importance of this per­ 
sistent relation of Income to infant 
mortality. 
The final deduction seems to be em­ 
bodied in these words: ‘‘These studies 
show that to provide mothers* care 
and decent home conditions, the fa­ 
thers must have adequate incomes. 
In Manchester, N. H., nearly one- 
fourth of the mothers whose husbands 
earned less than $450 a year were 
gainfully employed; only about a tenth 
when the husband’s wages were $1,- 
050 or over. 
The babies of mothers 
who went out to work died at more 
than twice the rate of more fortunate 
children.*’—Rochester Democrat and 
Chronicle.

It Is pointed out. may 
be produced in nearly every state In 
the Union, and Increased ])rndnctlon of 
sorghum sweets would enable the pub­ 
lic to conserve still further (he sugar 
supply In the form most available for 
transportation to our soldiers. 
Dairy Products. 
The sui^ply of dairy 
products should be maintained to meet 
the needs of this country and to help 
supply the Increasing denuinds of the 
allies. 
Poultry, 
Poultry production should 
be increased greatly, especially In back 
yards and o]i farms where waste mate­ 
rial Is avallabli' and the purchase of 
expensive grains and other material is 
not required. 
Corn. An acreage of corn approxi­ 
mately equal to that of 1017 should be 
planted, with possible slight reductions 
in certain sections to free areas for 
spring wheat. 
Oats, Barley, Rice, Buckwheat and 
Flaxseed. 
The area In oats should be 
maintained, especially In regions and 
on soils which are not so well adapted 
to other grains, but with a small reduc­ 
tion to provide for increasing the 
wheat 
acreage. 
Barley 
production 
should be Increased In regions where 
It grows best, especlall.v In the north­ 
ern edge of the corn belt and in sec­ 
tions north and west of the belt; an<l 
rice, buckwheat and flaxseed produc­ 
tion should be maintained and, If pos­ 
sible, increased. 
Grain Sorghums. The production of 
grain sorghums (kafir, mllo, feterlta. 
etc.) 
should

throughout the drier portion of the 
Plains region. 
Kaflrs are the most 
certain grain crops in this section and 
they can be made to su])plement wheat 
as human food and to replace corn as 
animal food. 
Potatoes. The normal acreage of 
Irish and sweet potatoes should be 
maintained In 1018, notwithstandin 
the large crops In 1017. 
Hay, Forage and Pastures. 
Wher­ 
ever feasible, the area devoted to hay, 
forage and silage crops .should be In­ 
creased and these products should be 
used to a greater extent in place of 
grains and other concentrates. 
Beef Animals. 
The number of beef 
aninjais should bo maintained and, In 
areas where it is clearly the best range 
and farm practice, should be increased. 
Beans, Peas and Peanuts. 
The pro­ 
duction of beans and peas should be 
Increased in regions to which they are 
adaptc^d, because of their high food 
value, keeping qualities, and availabil­ 
ity for domestic or export trade. Soy 
beans and peanuts should be Increased 
In order to supplement beans and peas 
as human food, as a source of much 
needt'd oil, and as aiilmai feeds. 
Perishables,

gardens 
near large consujning centers should 
be increased so as to meet, us nearly 
as possible, the needs of the communl» 
ty, and In ordt»r to obviate the neces­ 
sity of transporting such products 
from distant points.

Trees Blown Over Streets. 
The strong March gale which blew at 


the rate of more than 50 miles an hour 
from an early hour on Sunday morning 
until late at night, did considerable dam- 
age in the way of leveling fences, small 
buildings, and the like.

shipyard workmen to speed America's 
new merchant fleet to rapid <-omple- 
tioa. The United States Shipyard Vol- 
unteers of the Public Service Ueserve 
has been formed, embracing skilled 
workers in many trades. Two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand workmen will 
be enrolled, all of whom will stand 
ready to respond when they are called 
to gi> to shipyards for service. 


An appeal for volunteers has been 


made by the department of labor, 
the council of national defense, the 
shipping board, the 20,000 four-minute 
men, 
governors of the various states, 


organized labor ant! business men. The 
aim is to fill all the present and future 
needs of the government's shipyards. 


Pay of volunteers will be in accord- 


ance with the prevailing wage in the 
shipyards at the time they are called. 
Construction of houses for the workers 
Is being pushed with energy, and the 
necessary homos will be ready when 
the men are called. 


Preliminaries Are Arranged. 


All preliminary work, such as the 


building of shipyards and shipways, 
construction 
of 
housing 
facilities, 


preparation ond transportation of ma- 
terial, and the training of workmen, is 
being rushed to completion. Thus the 
organization of the shipyard volunteers 
is boirls; hastened with energy und en- 
thusiasm. 


Volunteers are requestod to 50 to the 


nearest enrollment agent of the public 
service reserve or state council ot de- 
fense and sign up. Should there be no 
enrolling agent in the vicinity, they 
are asked to write to Edward N. llur- 
ioy, chairman of the United States 
shipping board, Washington. 


Cards are issued to all applicants, 


bearing statements of the purpose of 
the shipyard volunteers, classifying 
them according to trados and asking 
signers to respond when called. But- 
tons will be given to volunteers boar- 
ing the inscription, "U. S. Shipyard 
Volunteers."

Of Eastern Origin. 


There was one story of distinct East 


ern origin. 
Great Britain, ran the 


humor by way of kindly neutrals, ha( 
sent a thousand asses laden with pure 
gold as a peace bribe to Berlin. A later 
effort, told with due pathos and dra 
matic effect, concerned the loss of a 
large American transport, which hac 
been sent down by a German U-boat 
with a total loss of life and material 
The rumor was common property, with 
perhaps, the possible exception of the 
American naval authorities.

On the road 
the Black Watch was encountered. 
Forthwith the tw o battalions set about 
one another with their dirks and bay- 
onets, leaving the dead and dying by 
the roadside in the hundreds. This 
story to the troops individually con- 
cerned proved extremely acceptable 
from its humorous element alone.

Paris.—Though things Russian are 


rather in disfavor just now, a short 
account of the life led by the Roma- 
noffs, the former imperial family, may 
prove of interest. 


Tobolsk has been called the "City of 


Death," its temperature rarely rising 
above the freezing point. Most of its 
houses are built of wood, the one 
where the imperial family lives being 
one of the few brick buildings in that 
part of the country. Its ground floor 
is occupied by a company of soldiers 
installed there as a guard. The two 
^ upper floors, consisting of 14 rooms 
O most simply furnished, constitute the 


apartments of "Colonel Romanoff." 


There is neither running water nor 


gas, neither electricity nor bathroom. 
The servants are obliged to draw from 
a nearby well the water needed for 
household purposes. 
The rooms are 


heated by brick ovens which burn 
wood. The largest room is not more 
than 16 feet by 10 feet. 


The windows of the house look out 


on an unattractive landscape. There 
is not even a garden where the ex- 
czar might dig and forget his bore- 
dom. 
A narrow balcony and a court- 


yard inclosed by high brick walls fur- 
nish the only breathing spots for the 
Imperial prisoners. 


Live Life ef Recluses. 


Nicholas Romanoff and his wife are 


practically condemned to the Jives of. 
recluses. Their sole outing consists in; 
attending mass at the cathedral of the 
Annunciation or at a neighboring mon- 
astery or going to the public baths, 
where as a special favor the revolu-. 
tionary authorities permit them to' 
bathe once a week. Whenever they go' 
out they are escorted by a platoon of 
soldiers commanded by four officers of 
the guard. 


The fare imposed upon the prisoners 


Is of the most frugal nature. Once ac- 
customed to the delicate refinements' 
of French cooking, they are forced to 
be content with ordinary Russian1 
dishes: pling, a sort of roll covered: 
with caviar; bortsch, a thick soup' 
made of beets and other vegetables; 
kalacha, a cheese paste. 


The people of Tobolsk shew neither 


hostility nor sympathy toward the ex- 
iled family. Life in the small town is 
consistently monotonous. The exist- 
ence of the former emperor drags' 
along in drub sadness. Now and then: 
he is authorized to receive the visit of 
two faithful high functionaries whom 
the revolutionary government permit- 
ted to accompany him in his exile— 
Count Frederiks and General Voyekov. 
To them he confides his regrets, his. 
memories and his hopes. 


Nicholas Romanoff said recently to; 


General Voyekov in an accent of pro- 
found resignation: 


"Has my life not always been that 


of a prisoner? I do not regret my lost, 
power. All I ask is to be allowed to. 
retire to Crimea, where I could live: 


surrounded b-y flowers. I feel more 
Mian ever that I would be peaceful and 
happy as a simple citizen of a repub- 
lic." 


His resignation in no wise is shared 


by the former Czarina Alexandra. Ev- 
erything in her new mode of life 
wounds, shocks and Irritates her. '. 


Nowadays Alexandra devotes herself 


\ to her children, whom she teaches not 


to resign themselves but to remember.. 
What makes her most Indignant is that 
she is allowed neither to write nor re- 
ceive letters that are not opened by, 
the revolutionary officers. 
She con- 


stantly repeats to her daughters: 


"Never forget what we are forced 


to hear at the present moment." 


Her only confidante Is Countess Na- 


rischkine, who was her lady in waiting 
and who was allowed to follow her to 
Tobolsk. 
' 
• 


Alexis Closely Guarded. 


If the grand duchesses are allowed 


to come and go freely in the town 
without the vexation of any surveil- 
lance, the same thing Is not true of the 
ex-czarevitch. Prince Alexis, who Is 
familiarly known as Alioscha, can go 
out and play In the public parks when- 
ever he likes, but he is watched by, 
guards specially attached to his person. 


The daughters of the former czar 


lead a simple life. 
Grand Duchess 


Olga, the, most serious of them all, has 
enrolled herself among the voluntary 
nurses of a military hospital to which 
are sent convalescents from Siberia 
and where she conscientiously passes 
several heurs a day. 


Grand Duchess Marie has taken up 


stenography and typewriting to help 
her father write his memoirs, Bat he 
dictates nothing and writes nothing. 
Sometimes he leans out of the only 
window, which overlooks the town, 
and watches his children when they go 
for a walk. He wears the undress 
uniform of a colonel of the Prevbajen- 
skys and puts on n dignified air as 
soon as he thinks he Is being observed. 
But when he thinks himself alone his 
back loses Its stiffness, he hides his 
care-lined face in his hands and this 
man, 
whose hair has turned quite 


white, falls into melancholy broodin*

How Poor Board 


Spent the Money. 


The accounts of the board of poor di- 


rectors for the past year have been audit- 
ed and show a number of figures that are 
of interest to the taxpayers of Adams 
county. 


The receipts during the year amounted 


to $25,109.23 of which $20,300 was receiv- 
ed from the county commissioners, $2496 
from the State of Pennsylvania, 
and 


$7.49.45 for the sale of produce from the 
farm. The remainder of the receipts was 
made up principally in sums paid for th 
boarding of persons at the County Home 


Among the expenses of the board wer 


the following: for officers and employes 
$3,915.93; for boarding children, $1049.41 
for provisions furnished persona under 
quarantine, $502.69; for groceries, $1748. 
82; for hardware, paint, and oils, $384.40 
beef, pork, and lard, $64623; Sour, feed, 
and grinding, $666.23; lumber, sand, anc 
cement, $82.40; disinfectants and flour 
oil, $174 77; soap, lye, and bluing, $182. 
98; coffee, 1382.48. 


Clothing and necessary furnishings at 


the borne play a considerable part in the 
expense account. There was expended 
for shoes and rubbers, $178.89; for cloth 
ing and underwear, $363.22; for dry goods 
and carpets, $696.82. 


It cost the county $364.99 to keep the 


men at the home bupplied with tobacco. 
Shoe repairing entailed an expenditure 
of $46.60. Medical attention for county 
charges reached a total of $119.20, while 
the expense of physicians for persona un- 
der quarantine WM $197.25. These items 
are in addition to the $250 salary paid 
Dr H. M. Hartman, the regularly ap- 
pointed physician at the Home 
Drugs 


cost the county during the year $322.73. 


Other large items in the account are 


bread and rolls, $2081.84; light and re- 
pairs, 8304 77; Out Door Relief, $1905; 
potatoes, $512; boarding insane at state 
institutions, $583.76; fertilizer, $404.83;

Paris.—Tboufíh things Russian are 
rather In disfavor just now, a short 
account of the life led by the Roma- 
nolTs, the former imperial family, may 
prove of interest 
Tobolsk has been called the **City of 
Death,** its temperature rarely rising 
above the freezing point. Most of its 
houses are built of wood, the one 
where the imperial family lives being 
one of the few brick buildings in that 
part of the country. Its ground floor 
is occupied by a company of soldiers 
Installed there as a guard. The two 
upper floors, consisting of 14 rooms 
most simply furnished, constitute the 
apartments of “Colonel RomanoiT.*' 
There is neither running water nor 
gas, neither electricity Bor bathroom. 
The servants are obliged to draw from 
a nearby well the water needed for 
household purposes. 
The rooms are 
heated by brick ovens which burn 
wood. 
The largest room is not more 
than IG feet by 10 feet. 
The windows of the house look out 
on an unattractive landscape. 
There 
Is not even a garden where the ex­ 
czar might dig and forget his bore­ 
dom.* A narrow balcony and a court­ 
yard Inclosed by high brick walls fur­ 
nish the only breathing spots for the 
imperial prisoners. 
Live Life ©f Recluses. 
Nicholas Romanoff and his wife are 
practically condemned to the lives of 
recluses. Their sole outing consists in 
attending mass at the cathedral of the 
Annunciation or at a neighboring mon­ 
astery or going to the public baths, 
where as a special favor the révolu-, 
tlonary authorities permit them to 
bathe once a week. Whenever they gO’ 
out they are escorted by a platoon of 
soldiers commanded by four officers of 
the guard. 
The fare imposed upon the prisoners 
Is of the most frugal nature. Once ac­ 
customed to the delicate refinements* 
of French cooking, they are forced to 
be content with ordinary Russian 
dishes: pling, a sort of roll covered; 
with caviar; bortsch, a thick soup» 
madfe of beets and other vegetables; 
I kalacha, a cheese paste. 
The people of Tobolsk show neither 
lioslility nor i^ympathy toward the ex­ 
iled family. Life In the small town is 
consistently monotonous. 
The exist­ 
ence of the former emperor drags 
along In drab sadness. Now and then 
he is authorized to receive the visit of 
two faithful high functionaries whom 
the revolutionary government permit­ 
ted to accompany him In his exile— 
Count Prederiks and General Voyekov. 
To them he confides his regrets, his. 
memories and his hopes. 
Nicholas Romanoff said recently to 
General Voyekov In an accent of pro­ 
found resignation: 
“Has my life not always been that 
of a prisoner? I do not regret my lost, 
power. All I ask is to be allowed to 
retire to Crimea, where I could live 
surrounded by flowers. 
I feel more 
rhan ever that I would be peaceful and 
happy as a simple citizen of a repub­ 
lic.** 
His resignation In no \vlse is shared 
‘ by the former Czarina Alexandra. Ev­ 
erything In her new mode of life 
wounds, shocks and irritates her. 
Nowadays Alexandra devotes herself 
to her children, whom she teaches not 
to resign themselves but to remember. 
What makes her most indignant is that 
she Is allowed neither to write nor re­ 
ceive letters that are not opened by 
the revolutionary ofllcers. 
She con­ 
stantly repeats to her daughters: 
“Never forget what we are forced 
to bear at the present moment.** 
Her only confidante Is Countess Na- 
rischklne, who was her lady In w^aiting 
and who was allowed to follow her to 
Tobolsk, 
• 
Alexis Closely Guarded. 
If tlie grand duchesses are allowed 
tó come and go freely In the town 
without the vexation of any «urvell- 
lance, the same thing Is not true of the 
ex-czarevitch. 
Prince Alexis, who is 
familiarly know^n as Alioscha, can go 
out and play in the public parks when­ 
ever he likes, but he is watched by 
guards specially attached to his person. 
The daughters of the former c*ar 
lead a simple life. 
Grand Duchess^ 
Olga, the. most serious of them all, has 
enrolled herself among the voluntary 
nurses of a military hospital to which 
oro sent convalescents from Siberia 
and where she conscientiously passes 
several hours a day. 
Grand Duchess Marie has taken up 
stenography and typewriting to help 
her father write his memoirs^ But ho 
dictates nothing and writes nothing. 
Sometimes he leans out of the only 
window, which overlooks the town, 
and watches his children when they go 
for a walk. 
He wears the undress 
uniform of a colonel of the Prevbujen- 
skys and puts on a digniflfed air as 
soon as he thinks he is being observed. 
Bui when he thinks himself alone his 
back loses its stiffness, he hides his 
care-llned face in his hands and this 
man, whose hair has turned quite 
white« fulls into melancholy broodino. 


An election coming on, and it’s not too early for 
to do sümé thinking. 


No man ought to be nominated of whom it is 
not certain that if elected he will support the Govern­ 
ment,—the President. 
Mr. Brodbeck, as your Con­ 
gressman, has stood by, is standing by and will stand 
with President Wilson in the matters that have been 
of such grave importance to our Country. 
Mr. Brod­ 
beck has met all issues squarely, he hasn’t “ducked,” 
but was ready to vote and did vote on all the im­ 
portant matters that came 
before Congress. 
He has 
faithfully represented this 
District as many hun­ 
dreds of persons can ver­ 
ify who have had matters 
taken up for them. 


Mr. Brodbeck is well 
acquainted with the con­ 
ditions that have resulted 
from the war; he is in 
touch and knows what to 
do as various matters 
come up. The experience 
he has had and is having 
is of very great value not 
only is not only to the 
District, but to you because if you have not had mat­ 
ters to bring to the attention of 
the Government, 
there is no telling when you may have, and you can 
realize what an experienced man in Congress under 
these conditions will mean to you. 


Mr. Brodbeck desires peace, and peace at as early 
a date as possible, but the kind of peace that will 
mean that we may continue to enjoy the liberties we 
have been and are now enjoying and will not mean 
that there may be within our life time another war 
or that we may be placed in the position of being 
slaves.

How Poor Board 
Spent the Money. 
The accounts of the board of poor di* 
rectors for the past year have been audit­ 
ed and show a number of figures that are 
of interest to the taxpayers of Adams 
county. 
The receipts during the year amounted 
to $25,109.23 of which $20,300 was receiv­ 
ed from the county commissioners, $2496 
from the State oi Pennsylvania, 
and 
$7,49.45 for the sale of produce from the 
farm. The remainder of the receipts was 
made up principally in sums paid for the 
boarding of persons at the County Home. 
Among the expenses of the board were 
the following: for officers and employes, 
$3,915.93; for boarding «hildren, $1049.41; 
for provisions furnished persons under 
quarantine, $502.69; for groceries, $1748.- 
82; for hardware, paint, and oils, $384.40; 
beef, pork, and lard, $64623; Hour, feed, 
and grinding, $t566.23; lumber, sand, and 
cement, ?82.40; disinfectants and flour 
oil, *174 77; soap, lye, and bluing, f 182.- 
98; coffee, $382.48. 
Clothing and necessary furnishings at 
the home play a considerable part in the 
expense account. There was expended 
for shoes and rubbers, $178 89; for cloth­ 
ing and underwear, $363.22; for dry goods 
and carpets, $696.82. 
It cost the ci/unty $364.99 to keep the 
men at the home supplied with tobacco. 
8hoe repairing entailed an expenditure 
of $46.60. Medical attention for county 
charges reached a total of $119.20, while 
the expense of physicians /or persona un­ 
der quarantine was $197 25. These items 
are iu addition to the $250 salary paid 
Dr 11. M. Hartman, the regularly ap­ 
pointed phyeiciuQ at the Home 
Drugs 


cost the county during the year $322.73. 
Other large items in the account are 
bread and rolls, $2081.84; light and re­ 
pairs, $304 77; Out Door Relief, $1905;

Paris.—The Echo de Paris, referring 


to the distribution of enemy forces 
on the differeat fronts, says: 


"On the Franco-British front there 


have been for several months past 152 
German divisions, of which 54 were 
opposed by the British and the remain- 
der by the French. Following the re- 
cent British offensive at Cambrai, this 
proportion was modified. 
There are 


now exactly 154 divisions on the 
Franco-British front, each comprising 
about 5,SoO bayonets, and 
including 


artillery, engineers, etc., or about 12,- 
000 men in all, thus giving about 2,- 
000,000 German combatants on the 
Franco-British front. 


"In view of the uncertainty of what 


Russian anarchy has In store for them, 
the Germans have left about a million 
men on the Russo-Roumania front. As 
a matter of fact, the movements ef- 
fected have resulted not in a diminu- 
tion of the number of fighting units 
.on this front, but in their quality. 


"On the Italian front Germany has 


sent to the assistance of the 43 Aus- 
.trian divisions only seven divisions, or 
.about 100,000 men. 


"On the Balkan front she has sent 


only 30,000 combatants to re-einfor'ce 
the Turks and Bulgarians. 
In Asia 


Germany has restricted her help to 
furnishing general staffs. 


"Consequently Germany, whose total 


strength is 5,500,000 men, has on the 
various fronts 3,130,000 men, the re- 
mainder being required for guarding 
the Swiss and Dutch frontiers and for 
the occupation of, the invaded terri- 
tories."

'*0n the Franco-Britlsh front there 
have been for several months past 152 
Gorman divisions, of wiiich 54 were 
opposed by the British and the remain­ 
der by the French. Following the re­ 
cent British offensive at Cambral, this 
proportion was modified. 
There are 
now exactly 154 divisions on the 
Franco-Britlsh front, each comprising 
about 5,S50 bayonets, and including 
artillery, engineers, etc., or about 12,- 
000 men in all, thus giving about 2,- 
000,000 German combatants on the 
Franco-Britlsh front. 
“In view of the uncertainty of what 
Russian anarchy has in store for them, 
the Gormans have left about a million 
men on the Russo-Roumanla front. As 
a matter of fact, the movements ef­ 
fected have resulted not in a diminu­ 
tion of the number of fighting units 
on this front, but in their quality.. 
‘‘On the Italian front Germany has 
sent to the assistance of the 45 Aus­

duty to f zkt, if ortf.y guerilla warfare, 
and the German treaty should not be 
ratified. 


Premier Lenine, on-the other hand, 


held that the treaty must be ratified 
and carried out on the theory that dis- 
astrous treaties do not necessarily an- 
nihilate nations, as Prussia had prov- 
ed several times.
